The results of the investigation are as follows:

e Timestamp 0:08 
o At this time within the video, the defendant shoots and kills an individual 
(7NightFall7) who is seated in the back of a BCSO Lancelot service vehicle, the 
defendant used a Guerra 90 for the murder. 
e Timestamp 0:09 
o At this time within the video, the defendant is seen shooting and killing an active 
Colorado National Guard serviceman (Martin024141) with a Guerra 90. 
e Timestamp 0:12 
o At this time within the video, the defendant is seen killing CNG serviceman 
‘JoshuaNomikos’ with a Guerra 90. 
e Timestamp 0:11 
o At this time within the video, the defendant is seen possessing a Guerra 90, a 
machine gun. 


Based on the evidence aforementioned, the Federal Bureau of Investigation recommends that the 
Department of Justice files the following charges, against the following individuals: 


e It is recommended that the defendant, (DEFT USERNAME), is charged with: 


o Murder ON 3 Counts - 18 U.S. Code § 1111(a) murder in the second degree. 
o Unlawful Acts [FIREARMS] on 1 Count - 18 U.S. Code § 922(0)
